W* have 6,000 more mouths to feed 
today than we had yesterday. That’s 
the average daily increase in U. S. pop- 
ulation. 

The U. S. Department of Agriculture 
reports that we’ll have a population of 
19%) million by 1975—38 million more 
than in 1950.

But already we’ve been asked to 
increase production to keep pace 
with the nation’s defense program. 
How far can we go? How much can 
lowa farmers produce —and keep 
producing at a profitable level with- 
out wearing out their soil? 


That was the problem tackled last fall 
by acommittee of Iowa State College and 
USDA specialists headed by Dr. Horace 
Cheney, agronomist, and Dr. E. O. Heady, 
agricultural economist. Here’s where 
they began: 

every Iowa farmer used the best 
methods of production, if prices 
favorable, if the weather were favor- 
d adequate supplies of fertilizers, 
ery and other production aids 
ailable, where would crop produc- 

ton level off? 

Basing their estimates on all the ex- 
frimental data which they had, the 
ecialists came up with some amazing 
igures—even tho they attempted to be 
‘onservative. 

Take corn production for example. The 
‘lege men concluded that Iowa’s total 
‘rn production could be 55 percent great- 

than the present average production 

the state. Iowa’ annual corn produc- 
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tion could be about 850 million bushels. 

Improved rotations would result in few- 
er acres of corn. But the total production 
could be greater because of yield in- 
creases. 

The college specialists think the aver- 
age corn yield could be boosted to 85 
bushels per acre. That’s 70 percent great- 
er than the state’s 10 year average of 
about 50 bushels per acre. 

The chart at the top of the page shows 
how Iowa’s average corn yield would be 
affected by various practices if they were 
used to the best advantage by every 
farmer. 

Remember that those estimated in- 
creases are weighted to allow for the 
farmers who already are using the prac- 
tices. Also, not all land needs all of the 
practices on it. 

Contouring, terracing and strip-crop- 
ping, for example, should be used on 
about half of the crop land in the state. 
It wouldn’t be practical to try to use them 
on the other half. That’s why the re- 
sponse to the practices listed might not 
be as great when included in the state 
average as you might expect. 

What about other crops? A smaller 
corn acreage and improved rotations 
would mean more acres in forage crops. 
Oats acreage would be held at about the 
present level. But the yields of these 
crops also could be increased by using the 
best farming “know how.” 

The crop specialists think the average 
Iowa oats yield could be increased to 65 
bushels per acre. That compares with a 
10-year average of about 38 bushels per 
acre. Proper application of fertilizers 
and lime would account for 47 percent of 
the yield increase. 

The average Iowa forage crop yield 
could be boosted from 1.6 tons per acre 
to 3.1 tons. Fertilizers and lime would 
account for 57 percent of that increase. 

Soybean yields could be increased from 
a 10-year average production of 22 bush- 
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by Dave Bryant 


els per acre to an average of 30 bushels 
per acre for the state. Use of new and im- 
proved varieties would be responsible for 
the biggest part of the average soybean 
yield increase. 

In estimating the yield increases, the 
agronomists considered the effect of each 
of the following practices on each crop: 
Fertilizer and lime application, improved 
rotations, new and better varieties, prop- 
er planting rates, best methods of weed 
and insect control and tillage, contouring, 
terracing, strip-cropping and drainage. 
Better methods of stand establishment 
and including alfalfa in more seeding 
mixtures was considered in estimating 
forage crop yield increases. 

Proper use of all the practices would be 
needed to reach the suggested production 
figures. But probably you’ve noticed that 
use of lime and fertilizer is expected: to 
account for the biggest part of the crop 
yield increases. 

What’ll we do with all the hay if 
farmers plan their operations so that 
the suggested production figures can 
be reached? 


H. B. Howell, Iowa State College farm 
Management specialist, says that isn’t the 
big problem. “Even if you couldn’t feed 
or sell all the hay, you’d be-ahead because 
you’d get more corn over a. period of 
years.” , 

Dr. Cheney says that the average Iowa 
farmer would have to increase his ferti- 
lizer expense from about $75 a year to 
$450 a year to reach and maintain top 
production. 

Actually, the men who made the farm 
production study don’t expect Iowa farm- 
ers to reach the production levels that 
they’ve suggested within the next few 
years. 

“These figures give us an idea of what 
can be done. They show us where we 
can set our sights—what we should be 
shooting for,” Dr. Cheney explains. 
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How Many Pigs? 


That depends on how much corn, 
and how much help. Ernest Blan- 
shan of Greene county, Iowa, is cut- 
ting his pig crop in half—for both 
reasons.

Don’t Shrink Your Live- 
stock To Fit 1951 Feed; 
Try To Match 1952 Corn

ON’T shrink your livestock down to 
the level of your’ 1951 corn crop. 

That's the big job for many farmers in 
districts where corn was wet and the crop 
smaller than usual. 

With any luck at all, there will be a 
normal corn crop this year, lots of oats 
and other feed. The market will be strong. 
City payrolls will stay high to use up live- 
stock products at good prices. 

Cattle, hogs and poultry should be on 
hand to convert those 1952 crops into live- 
stock products. 

But the trouble is that this stock has 
to live on the 1951 crop for several months 
yet. So how do you work it? 

ITH cattle, it isn’t so hard. There’s 

plenty of hay and plenty of protein 
to go with it. Many farmers are whittling 
grain down to next to nothing in the cattle 
ration. And are getting by. 

But hogs are different. They use up a 
lot of corn. They don’t use roughage. 

Some farmers who are short. on corn 
have sold bred sows and shifted over to 
gilts bred for summer pigs. 

Farmers who have spring pigs and

OOSE housing? Stanchion barn hous- 
ing? Which system will work for 
your dairy herd? 

With good management, either is satis- 
factory. 
a 10-year comparison of the two housing 
methods at the University of Wisconsin. 


That’s one of the conclusions of 


High quality of milk was produced 
consistently under both systems of 
housing. There was no marked dif- 
ference in production of similar herds 
housed by the different methods. 
The general health of the herd was 
about the same. 


However, more injuries were observed 
among the cows in the stanchion barn. 
Swollen hocks, udder injuries, stiffness 
and lameness were almost completely ab- 
sent among cows in the loose housing 
system. 

As a housing was 
definitely ahead. The labor require- 
ment for the loose housing herd was 
about 55 percent less than for the 
stanchion barn herd. 

Bedding requirements are about 
10 percent greater for loose housing, 
according to the Wisconsin study. 

The loose housing idea is by no 
means new. A number of lowa dairy- 
men have been using it with good 
results.

every one of them giving milk out of four 
quarters,” he adds. That’s a lot different 
from a few years ago when mastitis was 
about to drive him out of the dairy busi- 
ness. 

Lyford thinks his new housing system 
has an indirect effect on herd production. 

No longer is he forced to cull high-pro- 
ducing cows out of his herd because of 
udder injuries. Swollen hocks, stiffness 
and lameness are completely out of the 
picture. 


The good cows stay in the herd 
longer. Lyford can place more em- 
phasis on culling out low producers. 


“When I was using stanchions, it was 
all I could do to raise enough heifers for 
herd replacements. Now it looks like [’ll 
have some heifers to sell,” he says. 

What about labor saving in loose hous- 


ing? Of course the milking parlor helps

cut down on the amount of work required. 
But in ‘addition: There are no gutters to 
clean daily, no hand-feeding of roughage 
to each cow. The cows feed and water 
themselves. _ 

Natural freedom also makes the cows 
more contented. Breeding troubles are 
fewer. Free of the restraint of stall and 
stanchion, the restlessness that marks the 
heat period shows up clearly. 

Lyford admits that you need more 
space for each cow in the loose housing 
system as compared with the stanchion 
barn. In addition to the old barn, his 
cows have access to a new pole-type hay 
and cattle shed in the barnyard. 


Here are some of the loose hous- 
ing recommendations made on the 
basis of the Wisconsin study: 


The bedded area should have 60 to 70 
square feet of space for each cow. The 
barn door shouid be kept open all the 
time to prevent dampness in bedding. It 
should be at least nine by ten feet in size 
to make it easier to get manure out. 

The feeding area should be sepa- 
rate from the bedded area and shel- 
tered from snow, rain and strong 
winds. Ground in front of the man- 
gers should be paved. 

An exercise yard should have 
about 100 square feet of space for 
each cow. At least part of it should 
be paved. 

The manure pack in the bedded 
area should be at least four inches 
deep over a dirt floor to provide 
warmth for the cows. 

In the Wisconsin study, the tent 
perature of the manure average 54 
degrees three inches below the sum 
face. That was more than 20 degrees 
warmer than the average winter tent 
perature of the concrete floor in the 
stanchion barn. 

An insulated loose housing bat 
was found unsatisfactory. The warm, 
moist air kept the bedding soggy, ™ 
spite of all the straw used. The 
cows got too dirty.

How Good Is 
Your Farm Shop? 


VERY farm should have a_ place 
where you can adjust and repair ma- 
chinery. Where you can store parts and 
tools. Where you can work even if it’s 
snowing or raining outside. 

A farm shop doesn’t need to be fancy. 
On some farms, it can be just some extra 
room around the walls of the garage. Or 
one end of the machine shed. 

It’s easy to work a shop into a garage 
or machine shed. Most of your tools and 
supplies can be arranged around the walls. 
Then, if you’re building or remodeling, 
all you have to do is add a few more feet 
for benches and room to work. 


You can always use lots of wall 
room, too. Horace New’s farm shop 
in Story county, lowa, is practically 
covered with bins, shelves and racks. 
And he says: “We’re still short of 
room.” 


Of course, a shop should be more than 
just a place to hang your hammer and 
saw. There are a few basic things every 
shop should have. Take the matter of 
light. Have you ever had to look and 
look in the dark corner of a garage before 
you found what you wanted? 

One of the big advantages of a shop is 
that you can spend time profitably there 
when it isn’t fit to work outside. And 
when it’s raining or snowing outside, 
you're going to get even less light inside.

So you should make provisions for plenty 
of windows and electric lights. 

A concrete floor is nice too. On a dirt 
floor, it’s pretty easy to lose washers and 
keys. And it’s easier to roll machines 
around on concrete. You can keep your- 
self and the shop cleaner if it has a con- 
crete floor. An anchor in the floor at the 
back wil! help to pull in machines. 


The wiring system for the shop de- 
serves plenty of thought. You'll need 
electricity for lights, motors, and per- 
haps a welder. 


For winter shop work, you'll need a 
stove. In summer it’s nice to have a fan 
to blow away forge or welder fumes. 

What about equipment for the shop? 
A motor-ttriven tool or bench grinder is 
probably one of the first power tools 
needed in a shop. Electric drills and drill 
presses will save you lots of time. Weld- 
ers are showing up on more and more 
farms. <A portable electric saw is real 
handy too, farmers say. 

But you don’t need to put a lot of 
money into a shop all at once. Ed Helm- 
ing of Woedbury county, Iowa, says he is 
equipping his as he goes along. — 

But the first essential is a building or 
part of a building where you can work. 
Then you’ll be better prepared to keep up 
the machinery you need to keep farming. 
—Lee Thompson.

Corn Test 


Iowa State Tests 261 Hybrids; Yields 
Are Cut And Moisture Content Is High 


a 


Every year since 1920, lowa 
State College has tested differ- - 
ent varieties of corn in the 
field. Yields used to be the 
only comparison. Now dry- 
ness, resistance to lodging, re- 
sistance to ear dropping play 
a part in the score. Here are 
the results of the 1951 test. 


Corn hybrids making the top 
performance score in each section 
were: Corn King 112 in the north- 
ern section; Pioneer X0001 in 
north central; AES (lowa Hybrid 
4257) in south central; and May- 
gold 50 A in the southern section. 

Average yield for all districts in 
1951 was 70.59 bushels. This com- 
pares with 74.77 bushels in 1950 
and the top figure of 88.75 in 1948. 

The corn hybrid with the top 
performance score in each district 
is shown below: 

District 1: Sheldon—Holden’s 
214B 

District 2: Mason City—DeKalb 
406 

District 3: Waukon—Corn King

Most of the hybrids tested in 
the Iowa corn yield test were en- 
tered voluntarily by commercial 
corn companies. The ISC agron- 
omy (farm crops) department and 
USDA, and the Iowa Crop Im- 
provement Association also en- 
tered corn hybrids in the test. 

The average percent of mois- 
ture of all hybrids tested in 1951 
was 27.7 percent—the highest 
average moisture percent recorded 
in the Iowa corn yield test for 
more than 15 years. Five fields of 
the 11 harvested in 1951 had aver- 
age moisture percentages of over 
30 percent. 
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The average percent stand was 
also the highest figure- recorded 
for more than 15 years. The aver- 
age stand percent of all entries was 
87.4. 

A check was made among the 
entries of the District 12 field near 
Danville in southeastern Iowa to 
see if there was any difference in 
hybrid resistance to corn blight 
(helminthosporium turcicum). 
Readings made in mid-September 
showed that none of the hybrids 
were resistant to blight, but obser- 
vations showed some differences 
among corn hybrids in degree of 
tolerance. 

The most resistant hybrid had 
45 percent of its leaf area affected 
by blight, while the most suscepti- 
ble hybrid had 95 percent of its 
leaf area affected. 

Damage from blight was high in 
1951 because of the wet, cool 
weather which favors development 
of the blight. A more complete 
report of corn blight is included 
in the corn yield test bulletin. 

Of the 40 most widely grown 
hybrids (10 in each section), 
ranked above average in perform 
ance. Twenty of the 40 widely 
grown hybrids ranked above aver 
age in yield. 

These above-average hybrids of 
widely grown varieties were: 

Northern Section: DeKalb 406, 
Pioneer 352, Pioneer 349, Crow 
407, DeKalb 241. 

North-Central Section: Pionee! 
349, Pioneer 352, DeKalb 406, Iowa

South-Central Section: Ohio Hy 
brid C92, Pioneer 350B. 

Southern Section: Ohio Hybrid 
C92, Funk G-94.

ed can get cash payments 
from PMA for soil conserva- 
tion practices in 1952. Hervey 
Hazen, Iowa PMA chairman, says 
$8,832,000 will be available for 
Iowa farmers this year under the 
Agricultural Conservation Pro- 
gram (ACP). 

That’s about 12 percent less 
than last year’s payments. In 
1951, over $10,000,000 was avail- 
able for payments to farmers. 

Some further reduction in cash 
payments is likely. Five percent 
of the $8,832,000 can be transferred 
to the Soil Conservation Service 
(SCS) to pay for technical assist- 
ance needed by farmers. 

Under this provision, funds 
have already been transferred 
from ACP funds to SCS in 61 Iowa 
counties. The total is $158,600. 
Funds transferred ‘average $2,600 
per county. 


Hete are some rules you 
must follow in order to get 
ACP payments for practices 
on your farm: 


Application must be made .by 
April 1. If you didn’t sign up at 
the township meetings, contact 
your township PMA committee- 
man or your county committee. 

There are 21 practices listed for 
Iowa. And some special practices 
may be approved. You can get an 
ACP handbook from your county 
PMA. It explains, in detail, both 
the practices and what you must 
do to get the money. 

But here are some of the main 
practices. Dewey Cornell, lowa 
PMA program director, points out 
that each one must be approved 
by your county PMA before pay- 
ments are made. 

Terraces: These may be either 
standard or level. They must 
meet SCS specifications described 
in the handbook. Payment rate is 
$2 per 100 linear feet. 

Contouring intertilled crops: 
Contour lines must be laid out 
with an instrument. There are 
some other provisions. Payment 
rate is $1.50 per acre if all opera- 
tions are on the contour. It’s 75 
cents per acre if only planting and 
cultivating are on the contour. 

Strip-cropping on contour: Pay- 
ment is made only for strip-crop- 
ping systems established in 1952.

Hog Breeds 
100 Years Old 


How old are our present 
breeds of hogs? How long has 
the emphasis been on _ the 
medium type of hog? 


Most of our established breeds 
of hogs are about 100 years old 
They were recognized as breeds 
between 1850 and 1870, says Dr 
L. N. Hazel of Iowa State College 

But we do have some new breeds 
of hogs. The Hampshire came it 
1900. The Hereford hog was recog 
nized about 1920. And Minnesota 
No. 1 arrived in 1947 or 1948.

and change more rapidly. The lari 
market seems to call the changes 

About 50 years ago we had wha 
Dr. Hazel calls the “cob rollers of 
1900”. They were the lard type, 
short and chuffy. The lard market 
was good then. 

Twenty years later we had the 
“high-steppers of 1920”. The goo 
lard market was gone. So 2 
breeds were trying to make # 
bacon-type hog. 

But for about 20 years now, the 
medium-type hog has been in d& 
mand. The lard market is st! 
shot. But the ham market is prety 
good. That’s where the medium 
hog beats the high-stepper.

FEEDING METHODS: “Don't 
get brood sows too fat,” is an old 
warning. But maybe sows can be 
too thin at farrowing time. Says 
Ottis Taylor, Keokuk county: 

“In regard to over-fleshing, my 
observation is that most producers 
have sows too thin at farrowing 
The sow will stand up thru lacta 
tion better if she is in high condi 
tion. 

“But this condition must be put 
on with rations in proper balance 
That is with regard to proteins 
and carbohydrates.” 

Most of these good pig raisers 
approve alfalfa and mixed 
protein supplement for sows be 
fore farrowing. Corn is fed spar 
ingly, or the sows have to hunt it 
in corn fields. Otherwise these top 
hog producers feed sows plenty 
and don’t worry about over-fatten 
ing.

The Crop. Here Are The Recommendations

What brome-legume mixture 
should you use to get top results? 
What rate of seeding? 

Agronomists at lowa State Col- 
lege say that depends on how you 
intend to use the crop. Here are 
the general recommendations 
which they make on bromegrass 
seeding rates: 

FOR HAY: A mixture of four 
pounds of brome and eight pounds 
of alfalfa seed per acre is satis- 
well-drained, fertile 
soils in most parts of Lowa. 

FOR ROTATION PASTURE 
AND HAY: Six to eight pounds 
each of brome and alfalfa, or five 
pounds each of brome and alfalfa 
and four pounds of red clover are 
the suggested mixtures. 

FOR SEMI-PERMANENT OR 
LONG -ROTATION PASTURES: 
Use six to eight pounds of alfalfa 
and eight to ten pounds of brome- 
fertile soils in western 
lowa. In areas where alfalfa 
doesn't do so well, a mixture of 
six pounds of brome, two pounds 
of red clover, four pounds of sweet 
clover, two pounds of alsike clover 
and one-half pound of ladino clov- 
er is suggested.

If so, that might explain the fact 
that “antibiotics are a God-send to 
runts,” as Beeson stated. But 
they help healthy pigs, too. 

Maybe the answer is that “there 
never was any such thing as a per- 
fectly healthy animal,” the pro- 
fessor suggested. Therefore, all 
pigs get benefits from antibiotics. 

But there’s no claim that anti- 
biotics in feed prevent diseases. 
They only help pigs in all stages 
of health to grow faster. 

And antibiotics increase gains 
at all weights, said Beeson. Take 
antibiotics away from pigs at 125 
pounds and what happens? Gains 
go back to the rate made by hogs 
without antibiotics. 


You must feed antibiotics to 
pigs directly, the feed expert 
said. Antibiotics do not pass 
to the pig thru the sow’s milk. 


But he suggested that there 
might be possibilities in sprinkling 
antibiotics on sod placed before 
very small pigs. 

What can you leave out of ra- 
tions if antibiotics are fed? Many 
ask that. Beeson’s answer is 
“nothing.” You still need proteins, 
vitamins and minerals. Antibiotics 
are drugs, not feed nutrients. 

gut vitamin B-12, another new 
thing to hog men, is a feed nutri- 
ent. B-12 is not like antibiotics in 
any way, said Beeson. 

But vitamin B-12 brings one of 
the same results. Pig gains are 
increased. Rations with B-12 have 
made 45 to 60 more pounds of gain 
during a market hog’s life than 
did rations without B-12. 

B-12 does one thing that anti- 
biotics will not do. It makes liv- 
ability in unborn pigs. So you 
should be sure that sows get 
plenty of vitamin B-12 during the 
gestation and suckling period. 

“Pigs that are born to live sel- 
dom die,” said the feed expert.

Legumes Need 
Phosphorus 


Top-Dressing Boosts Yields; Fertilize At 
Planting Time To Help Establish A Stand 


| EGUMES give greater response 

4 to phosphate fertilizers than 
any other crop. 

You boost your chances for a 
good stand with phosphate appli- 
cation at seeding time. And you 
can increase the size of your hay 
crop by top-dressing established 
stands in the spring. 

You won’t go wrong with an ap- 
plication of superphosphate (0-20- 
0) for new legume seeding on 
most Iowa soils. 

But there are places where 
nitrogen would help your oats 
crop. There you can use 6-24-0 or 
a fertilizer containing even more 
nitrogen, depending on how great 
the shortage is. 


There's one thing to watch 
out for. Too much nitrogen 
migh result in a rank growth 
of oats that would lodge and 
choke out the new seeding. 
Soil tests, of course, are your 
best guide. 


Recommended superphosphate 
application rates vary from 200 to 
100 pounds to the acre, depending 
on your soil. Applications of 
6-24-0 would be slightly smaller 
because there is more phosphorus 
in each 100 pounds of that fer- 
tilizer.

In the present fertilizer short- 
ize, you may not be able to get 
ull the superphosphate you need 


for your new seeding. If you’re 
caught in that situation, you may 
want to top-dress the new seeding 
later in the summer when you 
can get the fertilizer. 

Of course that means you'll lose 
the value of the phosphate in es- 
tablishing the new seeding and 
you won’t get the benefit on your 
oats crop. But it would be much 
better than no fertilizer at all. 

Top-dressing meadows in late 
March or early April has proved 
to be profitable in most parts of 
Iowa. ‘George Stanford, Iowa 
State College agronomist, says 
yields have been tripled by top- 
dressing alfalfa with 300 to 400 
pounds of 0-20-0 per acre.

Remember, 


You've seen fields of alfalfa and 
clover in which growth was 
stunted. Chances are those fields 
needed phosphate. 

Stanford suggests top-dressing 
in the spring if stands are good 
and the field is to remain in mead- 
ow for two or more years, provid- 
ing there’s a shortage of phos- 
phorus 

If your soil is extremely low in 
phosphorus, you may want to try 
this plan. Apply enough phos- 
phate at planting time to get the 
seeding started. Then give the 
legume another “shot in the arm” 
the following spring.

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You Can Control — 
Corn Rootworm 


Crop Rotation Is Your First Defense, 
But New Chemicals Show Much Promise 


We ppeee the corn rootworm up 
as one of your leading insect 
enemies. J. H. Lilly and Harold 
Gunderson, entomologists at Iowa 
State College, say it ranks among 
the five worst insect pests in lowa. 
The rootworm has cut corn 
yields 10 to 30 percent in some 
fields. Additional losses in heavily 
lodged fields, harvested only by 
livestock, can’t be measured ac- 
curately. 

Three kinds of rootworms cause 
damage in the state—the corn root- 
worm, the southern corn root- 
worm and the western corn root- 
worm. Most damage is caused by 
the corn rootworm. 

In the adult stage, it is a yellow- 
ish-green beetle, less than a quar- 
ter-inch long. It feeds on corn 
pollen, silks and exposed kernels 
from August until frost. Then 
the beetle lays its eggs in the soil. 

The corn rootworm emerges 
into the soil in the spring. That’s 
when the big damage is done. Its 
favorite food is the tender roots 
of young corn plants. 


How can you fight the corn 
rootworm? Your number one 
defense is a good crop rota- 
tion, 


Rotating crops means that the 
worms have no corn roots to feed 
on when they hatch in the spring. 
One or two years of corn followed 
by two years of legume is best. 
You’re asking for rootworm trou- 
ble if you plant corn on one field 
three years in succession. 

Iowa State College experiments 
show that side-dressing with 
nitrogen cuts down on corn root- 
worm damage. Maybe the extra 
nitrogen enables a smaller num- 
ber of roots to supply enough food 
for the plants. Or helps plants 
rebuild roots which are cut off by 
the worms. Entomologists aren’t 
sure which is the reason. 

Aerial applications of 1% 


pounds of actual DDT to the acre 
have been fairly successful jp 
controlling corn rootworms, [f 
you can kill the beetles, you Stop 
egg-laying and prevent a big 
hatch of rootworms the following 
spring. 

DDT should be applied as soon 
as the beetles appear in August, 
In most years that won’t be at the 
same time as second-brood corp 
borer treatments. 

These practices do a pretty good 
job of controlling the regular corn 
rootworm and the western corn 
rootworm. But they won't stop 
the southern corn  rootworm, 
which lays its eggs in the spring 
after the corn is up. 

How about applying in- 
secticides to the soil to control 
rootworms? Lilly and Gunder. 
son say that method shows 
promise, 


Aldrin, chlordane and dieldrin 
looked good in tests made at Ames 
last year. They can be mixed with 
starter fertilizer and applied 
alongside the corn row at the time 
of planting. One pound of actual 
chemical per acre is suggested as 
the application rate. 

Benzene hexachloride is another 
chemical that shows promise as 
a means of controlling rootworms 
It has been used successfully in 
broadcast applications worked 
into the soil before planting. But 
don’t mix benzene hexachloride 
with your fertilizer. 

These soil poisons for insect 
control are new. So far, they 
haven’t injured field crops. But 
they haven’t been tried under a 
variety of soil and weather condi- 
tions. 

If you want to try them: Don't 
overdose your corn crop. Don't 
treat your entire crop. Apply the 
insecticides to alternate strips 
across your fields. Then you can 
see for yourself how they work.

It?s Permanent, Produces Lots of Feed. 
Here’s How To Establish A New Seeding 


IRDSFOOT trefoil is making 

a name for itself as a perma- 
nent pasture legume. Practical 
farmers say it’s hard to beat. 

The perennial legume is made 
to order for permanent pastures 
because it doesn’t need to be re- 
seeded every few years. Once es- 
tablished, it will grow for years. 

The leafy, fine-stemmed plant 
grows to a height of 20 to 40 
inches and produces lots of high- 
quality feed. And it’s adapted to 
a wide variety of soils. 

But birdsfoot trefoil is a slow 
starter. Seedlings are weak and 
can’t stand strong competition 
when becoming established. 

What's the best way to get 
birdsfoot trefoil growing in 
your pasture? 


Morris Orcutt, Marion county, 
plowed up 20 acres of old blue- 
grass pasture in 1948 and took one 
crop of corn from the land. The 
next spring he seeded a mixture 
of birdsfoot trefoil, alfalfa, red 
clover and timothy with a nurse 
crop of oats. 

By last year the trefoil and blue- 
grass had almost taken over. 

“It sounds big, but my pasture 
will carry three or four times as 
much livestock as before I plowed 
it,” Orcott declares. However, he 
thinks that he was lucky. 

“I was pretty worried for a 
while,” Orcutt admits. “It looked 
like the red clover and alfalfa 
were going to choke out the birds- 
foot trefoil.” 

Next time Orcutt seeds birds- 
foot trefoil he’ll leave alfalfa out 
of the mixture. “I think I'll in- 
clude some red clover tho—just to 
get some early growth,” he says. 

Orcutt’s pasture is hilly. The 
fertility is low. Before plowing 
it, he applied two tons of lime per 
acre. And he put on more than 
300 pounds of superphosphate to 
the acre when he seeded the le- 
gume-grass mixture. 

lowa State College agronomists 


started experimenting with birds. 
foot trefoil on the college’s pasture 
improvement farm in Monroe 
county about 10 years ago. Their 
earliest seedings of trefoil stijj 
show thick, vigorous growth. 

Here are general recommenda- 
tions which the agronomists make 
for estabiishing birdsfoot trefoil] 
in a permanent pasture: 

Shallow-plow your pasture on 
the contour in late fall or early 
spring. Usually it pays to lime 
before plowing. © 

Prepare the seedbed in the 
spring, just as you would for any 
new seeding. Application of 200 
to 300 pounds of 0-20-0 per acre 
is advised on most farms. You 
can work the fertilizer in when 
you’re preparing the seedbed, or 
you can drill it with your oats. 

Use 1% to 2 bushels of oats per 
acre as a nurse crop. Then firm 
the surface with a roller. 

Broadcast inoculated birdsfoot 
trefoil seed at the rate of four to 
five pounds to the acre along with 
three pounds of red clover seed 
per acre. Roll the field for the 
second time to cover the seed. 

If you want to add some tim- 
othy, that’s all right too. Apply 
it at the rate of three or four 
pounds to the acre. 

Kentucky bluegrass ranks 
first as the grass to grow with 
birdsfoot trefoil. Fortunately 
it will volunteer in most per- 
manent pastures, 

The agronomists say that it’s 
important to keep the oats an 
red clover grazed during the first 
year. That will prevent them 
from crowding out the new birds- 
foot trefoil. 

Birdsfoot trefoil is a relatively 
new legume in Iowa. Agronomists 
at Iowa State College don’t know 
of any seedings made in the state 
earlier than 1938. Since then its 


popularity has been growing fast 
—particularly in the south-central 
part of the state.

Eczema on many dogs is incur- 


able. It usually occurs in fat, over- 
fed animals. So a well-balanced, 
limited diet should be offered to 


your dog. 

Keep the dog clean, because dirt 
and grease increase the irritation. 
Clip the hair around the lesions, 
and wash with a mild baking soda 
solution. If the lesions are moist, 
apply drying powders such as 
boric acid or zinc oxide. Ointments 
containing tannic acid and an anti- 
biotic applied to dry lesions have 
given results. 

Give the dog ample exercise. See 
that elimination is normal. Feed- 


ing of vitamin supplements will 
speed healing. But remember: 
eczema is not healed overnight 


and occasionally never.

And Plows 


How Farm People Feel About Helping 
’ Asiatics Raise Their Standard Of Living 


— are paying higher 
taxes this month because 
hungry people in Asia and Afri¢a 
are revolting against landlords, 
foreign investors, native rulers. 

Every time a revolt breaks out 
in Tunisia or Iran or Malaya, 
somebody comes running to Uncle 
Sam for another regiment or an- 
other squadron of planes. 

Russia sends in folks to stir up 
trouble and to take advantage of 
trouble that comes from poor 
crops, bad management, sloppy 
rulers. 


So poverty, misery, hunger 
play into Russia’s hands. 
What can be done about it? 


The United States and the 
United Nations are setting up 
“useful but very small projects de- 
signed to help people in Asia and 
Africa make a better living for 
themselves. 

Irrigation works are planned in 
Iraq and Iran. Metal tools are 
shipped into Africa. India gets 
better seed. 

Is there any sense in this kind 
of program? The Wallace-Home- 
stead Poll asked a representative 
cross-section of lowa farm people: 

“If the United States helps the 
countries in Asia to raise their 
standard of living, do you think 
these countries will be much less 
likely to go communistic, or won't 
it make much difference?” 

This was one of the questions on 
which almost everybody seemed 
to have his or her mind made up. 
There were few undecided. The 
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people interviewed divided their 
votes in the following way: 


1. Less likely 58% 
2. No difference 33% 
3. Undecided 9% 


A young farmer in Winneshiek 
county said: “If we had lived up 
to our promises of aid before this, 
we wouldn’t have this trouble 
we’re in now.” 

But an older man in Clayton 
county objected: “It’s a waste of 
money to send so much help to 
Asia. It looks to me as if we throw 
away an awful lot of money get 
ting the job done.” 

Political membership made lit 


‘tle difference in the way folks 
looked at this problem. There 
were 59 percent of the Repub- 


licans voting for “less likely” and 
58 per cent of the Democrats. 


Education made some dif- 
ference. Farm people who 
had gone beyond eighth grade 
were 61 percent for this kind 
of foreign aid. Those who 
hadn’t gone this far in school 
were 51 percent for it. 


So far, only a fraction of one 
percent of our expenditures for 
arms are going for these peaceful 
ways of checking Russia in Asi 
and Africa. 

In an earlier poll, farm people 
gave a vote of 48 percent for 
33 percent against on a progral 
of “investing five cents in improv 
ing living conditions in the under 
developed areas of the world for 
every dollar we spend on arms.

Fungus Growth 
On Calves 


To the Editor: A fungus- 
type growth or disease has 


shown up on some of our beef 
calves. Semi-scabby, dried-up 
spots form and grow larger. 
Hair falls out of these spots. 
What causes this? Can you 
suggest a remedy?—J. L., Ma- 
haska County, lowa. 


The growth you describe is prob- 
ably ordinary barn itch. Treat- 
ment would be to dust or spray 
with benzene hexachloride There 
is a possibility this growth might 
be ringworm. If so, the areas af- 
fected would be raised. Ringworm 
can be cleared up by treating with 
a paste containing salicylic acid 
which you can get from your vet- 
erinarian. 

Dust or spray first. If the growth 
does not clear up, use the paste 
for ringworm. 





Runt Pig Fit 
To Butcher 


To the Editor: A neighbor 
gave me two runt pigs some 
time ago. They are about 10 
months old now but only 
weigh about 60 pounds. They 
have bull noses but appear 
healthy. Would it be all right 
to butcher them?—T._ S., 
Greene County, lowa. 

The pigs you describe have 
rhinitis. Their meat would be edi- 
ble providing there are no local 
abscesses thruout the bodies. 





Can’t Get Cows 
To Settle 


_To the Editor: I have used 
several different bulls but 
can’t get my cows to settle. 
What could cause this?—S. S., 
Washington County, Iowa. 


There are several possible 
causes for your problem. Diseases 
such as brucellosis, vibriosis and 
trichomoniasis can cause such a 
herd problem. 

The logical thing to do is to have 
your herd blood-tested for brucel- 
losis. Also have the veterinarian 
examine each cow rectally to see 
if the reproductive tract is in- 
fected. Treatment will depend on 
what the veterinarian finds.

To Test Silage 


ECIDING moisture content of grass silage is sim- 
ple with this forage moisture tester used by Dale 
Irwin, Sac.county, Iowa. 

A 2x4 four feet long is nailed to the studding as 
shown so it rotates easily. The 2x4 presses on the 
point of a 14-inch plunger fitted into a three-inch pipe. 
Forage is stuffed solidly into this pipe to a depth of 
six inches. 

The plunger is placed one foot from the wall where 
the 2x4 is pinned to the studding. Bucket holding 
the weights is placed three feet beyond the plunger. 

Moisture content of the forage is determined by the 
weight needed to squeeze moisture thru the 3/16ths- 
inch holes (40 of them) drilled in the lower part of 
the pipe. Moisture content is suitable when moisture 
is expelled by weights between minimum and maxi- 
mum shown in table below.

Many of 
the flower seeds are teeny, tiny 
and correspondingly hard to grow. 
Snapdragons are difficult because 
they have a disgusting habit of 
keeling over about as soon as 
they’ve come thru the ground. 
Petunia seed is as fine as dust and 
needs a powdery fine seedbed and 
water from underneath. But if 
petunias sprout, they grow quite 
readily. 

Sweet Alyssum, the littie white- 
flowered border plant, is much 
more satisfying if it has an earty 
start. Marigolds transplant easily 
and it’s worthwhile to have the 
blossoms earlier than usual. 

So pick one or two vegetables or 
flowers and get started. If you 
really want to get involved, stop 
by the library for extra inform:- 
tion about preparing the soil and 
the unusual habits of seeds.

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Grinders For 
Garbage 


Ys. your farm septic tank may 

be used satisfactorily with the 
new garbage grinders. Grinders 
are not restricted “for city _use 
only.” 

If you have a garbage grinder, 
septic tank capacity should be 
half again as big as for a kitchen 
without one. This means that a 
home with a maximum of eight 
persons should be equipped with 
a 1,100-gallon septic tank or larger. 

Also, the septic tank that han- 
dles garbage, too, will probably 
have to have sludge and scum re- 
moved oftener than if it didn’t 
handle garbage. 

Suppose the garbage disposal 
unit is used with a septic tank 
absorption field sewage disposal 
system. Then increase the trench 
bottom absorption area. Recent 
experiments at Purdue University 
suggest that the increase should 
be between 25 and 50 per cent. 

Sludge should be removed when 
it gets 18 to 20 inches deep. Nor- 
mally, this is at three to five years. 
But it will probably be oftener if 
garbage grinders are used. 

Remove sludge by pumping or 
bailing. Don’t get the tank too 
clean. Leave some bacteria to re- 
start the septic tank action,

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Don’t Plant 
Too Early 


5 teen first few warm days of 
spring and we begin to won- 
der if this is “it” or if we’d better 
just garden by the fire awhile yet. 
There are those hardy souls who 
go to any length to be the first in 
the neighborhood to sow a little 
lettuce or plant the first garden. 
Many vegetables can be planted 
early and should be. But for the 
most part, vegetables should be 
planted in warm, well-prepared 
soil. Soil that has been worked 
too early never regains its tillable 
qualities until frost reconditions it. 





Many folks have their own 
favorites in varieties, others 
just pick up a package of seed 
on a hurried trip to town. But 
there is a vast difference in 
varieties, and it pays to select 
carefully. 


There seem to be no new names 
among the radishes this year. 
However, the little cherry type, or 
“Barly Bird,” come on the quick- 
est, the “Crimson Giant” is still 
one of the best. 

In carrots, the long, slender, 
coreless type is superior for early 
planting, leaving the heavier type 
for later planting and storing. 

Beets can stand a,lot of cold. So 
can onion seed, sets and plants. 
Parsnips and salsify can be plant- 
ed as early as anything. 

Frost-proof cabbage can be put 
out as soon as the grouad is fit. 
But don’t try to put greenhouse- 
grown plants out too early as they 
can’t take the cold like the out- 
door-grown plants. 

Some gardeners like spring 
turnips, but I belong to a group 
which considers it a sacrilege to 
sow a turnip seed before the mid- 
dle of July. If you must have 
spring turnips, the “Early Milan” 
is recommended. 


Then there are peas! Here 
again there is a difference of 
opinion. Some say the smooth 
peas stand the cold better and 
mature earlier. Others say the 
wrinkled varieties are fully as 
hardy and very little later. 


It would take a lot to convince 
me that there is a better pea than 
“Little Marvel.” Innoculation isn’t 
a necessity but seems to improve 
the yield. 

These are the cold-loving vege- 
tables, and a month or more later 
will be plenty of time to plant 
beans, corn, and squash. 

Resolve to buy, if you don’t 
have one, a light-weight, easily 
handled rotary garden hoe. You 
will find that it will save you time 
and effort—Mrs. T. R. Gordner, 
Monroe County, lowa.

For Safety 


INCE even one serious accident 

in a family can be expensive in 
money, time and loss of labor— 
not to mention suffering — farm 
families as well as others may 
well give special attention to safe- 
ty rules. Here are some simple 
suggestions offered by the Na- 
tional Safety Council: 

1. Keep passage-ways and stairs 
in good repair, unobstructed, and 
well lighted. 

2. Keep ladders in good repair 
and easy to get at in case of emer- 
gencies. 

3. Don’t wear loose or flappy 
clothes around machinery or when 
doing cooking or housework. 

4. Keep your back straight, and 
lift heavy loads with leg muscles. 
Don’t try to lift anything that is 
too heavy for you. 

5. Use the right tools for the 
job, keep them in good condition 
and in a safe place. 

6. Don’t use kerosene to start 
fires. 

7. Always stop a machine before 
starting to repair it. Disconnect 
electrical appliances or equipment 
before working on them. 

8. Give prompt attention even 
to small injuries. 

Obvious as these rules may 
seem, studies of accidents each 
year show how often they are 
overlooked, forgotten, or never 
thought of until after the accident 
happened.

For a soft dull finish, add ‘lin- 
seed oil to rottenstone until the 
mixture is the consistency of 
heavy cream. Apply with a soft 
cloth and rub till the tarnish dis- 
appears. Then wipe with a cloth 
that has been dipped in linseed 
oil. Remove excess oil with a soft 
cloth.

What Cost Per 
Dozen Eggs? 


Do you know how much it 
costs you to produce a dozen 
eggs? If you don't, it may be 
interesting to check up and 
find out the cost per dozen. 


Poultry specialists say that a 
five-pound hen producing at 60 
percent will lay eggs for 19 cents 
per dozen. 

A seven-pound hen must pro- 
duce at the rate of 75 percent to 
lay eggs for 19 cents per dozen. 
When she drops down to 20 per- 
cent production, feed costs alone 
go up to 55 cents per dozen. 

Continued culling will lower the 
total cost per dozen eggs produced. 
If hens aren’t laying enough eggs, 
they should be culled out and sold. 


“Cans” Tied To 
Egg Work 


Farm economists at Ohio 
State University are tying 
“cans” to egg producers’ labor 
problems for 1952. 

Fhey say if you can answer 
“Yes,” to a series of “can” ques- 
tions, you will solve many of your 
labor problems.

Progressive Agriculture Can Feed Growing 


Population, Say Farm Institute Speakers 


MERICAN farmers shouldn’t 
” have too much trouble keep- 
ing up with the food demands of a 
growing population—if they keep 
on getting better at their business. 
But food problems in other parts 
of the world might not be solved 
so easily. 
That’s the gist of what speakers 
had to say about “Food For The 
Future,” theme of the 14th annual 


National Farm Institute in Des 
Moines last month. 
How much food will the 


~— =< 


U. S. need in 1975? 

“Five plates for every four we 
served in 1950,” said Dr. Hazel 
Stiebeling, chief of the USDA’s 
bureau of human nutrition and 
home economics. 

For 1975, Dr. Stiebeling sees a 
U. S. population of about 190 mil- 
lion—with somewhat more young 
people and a lot more old folks. 
Assuming buying power and food 
preferences about like we have 
now, she said, the 1975 population 
will need more food—but 
with more of it in the form of 
proteins, minerals and vitamins, 
less in calories. 


total 


Can farmers fill future food 
needs? 

“Certainly,” said farm scientists 
and economists. “If...” 

The big “if,” said Dr. Robert M. 
Salter, chief of the U. S. Soil Con- 
servation Service, is that farmers 
must keep getting more and more 
efficient. By ,turning more jobs 
over to machinery, by using bet- 
ter crop varieties and breeding 
better livestock, by killing 
pests. And by increasing soil pro- 
ductivity with better rotations, 
more soil and water conservation, 
more plant food. 

To meet ever-increasing food 
needs, said W. V. Lambert, dean 
of agriculture at the University of 
Nebraska, “the first step is to stop 
as soon as possible the loss of agri- 
cultural land through erosion and 
poor farming methods.” And then 


more 


“to make more wide-spread use of 


new ideas in farming. 

This last idea was echoed strong- 
ly by Herrell DeGraff, professor of 
food economics at Cornell Uni- 
versity. “The American people,” 
said DeGraff, “are now eating on 
science.” And, with no more acres 
but a lot more people, “we must 
eat in the future in still greater 
degree from science.” 

What about world food 
needs in the years ahead? 
“Hundreds of millions of people 

throughout the world are not even 
within shouting distance” of the 
2,600 calories per person per day 
generally accepted as a minimum 


need. So said D. A. FitzGerald of 
the Mutual Security Agency 
(ECA). 


There’s much room, FitzGerald 
said, for increasing food produc- 
tion all over the globe. But the 
big job is to help the world’s peo- 


ple earn grocery money. Which 
means more industry and more 
jobs. 

The U. S. alone can’t do the 


whole job of helping other lands 
produce more, said the Rt. Rev. 


Msgr. L. G. Ligutti, director 9 
the National Catholic Rural Life 
Conference. But we can do a jg 
if we approach the job unselfish. 
ly, recognizing that it: (1) Is ay 
act of love; (2) is a return (repay.

This last point set the stage for 
the Institute’s cap-sheaf—a foreign 
policy discussion by John Foster 
Dulles, special diplomatic trouble 
shooter for the State Department. 

Dulles pointed to the No. 1 

U. S. foreign problem: Russia. 

Then he discussed our alterna: 

tives. 

Military containment? “Psycho 
logically unsound and too costly,” 
said Dulles. Economic aid to the 
free world? “Charity can’t do the 


whole job.” Retreat? “Not on 
your life.” ; 
The real answer, said Dulles, 


lies in “America’s traditional mis 
sion to lead a psychological 
and political offensive for freedom 
and against despotism.” ’ 

“There comes a time in the life 
of any great people when thelr 
work of creation ends,” Dulles 
said. “They lose their sense of 
purpose and of mission 1D the 
world, seeking only to conservé 
what they have. Material things 
begin to seem more important 
than spiritual things and securlly 
seems more a matter of military 
defense than of a spiritual ol- 
tense. 

“Surely that hour has n 
for us.”

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When Clover Hurts 
Your Oats 


To the Editor: You warn 
about smothering clover. But 
sometimes the clover acts like 
a weed in the oats. How do 
you stop that kind of loss?— 
P. L., Palo Alto county, lowa. 
Farmers have had clover get as 

tall as the oats and head out be- 
fore oats are harvested. Then oats 
yields are cut and the oats are 
hard to combine. 

Clover is likely to hurt the oats 
on fields that are short of nitrogen 
and well-supplied with lime and 
phospate. Nitrogen shortage 
stunts the oats. Sweet soil stimu- 
lates the clover. 

The remedy is to apply nitrogen 
with the phosphate fertilizer. Per- 
haps 200 pounds per acre of 6-24-0 
instead of 0-20-0 alone. Nitrogen 
will push the oats up above the 
clover. 

A good rule to follow in fertiliz- 
ing is this: If land has been corned 
hard and is thin, apply nitrogen 
fertilizer with the phosphate. On 


apply phosphate alone. Phosphate 
will stimulate the clover and has- 
ten maturity of the oats.

Borers Live On 
Corn Pollen 


Hybrid corn can be bred to 
have resistance to the first 
brood of corn borers. But re- 
sistance to the second brood 
is doubtful, says Prof. Iver J. 
Johnson of lowa State College. 


Reason given is that first and 
second-brood corn borers have dif- 
ferent feeding habits. 

First-brood borers eat the leaves, 
then bore into the stalks. Baby 
borers seem to thrive on leaves 
of some corn varieties better than 
on others. This can be seen when 
two kinds of corn grow side by 
side in the same field. 

But baby borers of the second 
brood feed on pollen lodged where 
the leaves join the stalks. Pollen 
seems to be all about alike, what- 
ever the variety.

How much extra gain can 
be expected if calves are creep- 
fed grain and protein on pas- 
ture while nursing?

Sod Ground And Wet Spring May Cause 


Trouble With 


ILL you have to replant your 
corn fields this year? Every 
farmer hopes not. 

Last year furnished some les- 
sons about the risks of replanting. 
Wet weather refused to let some 
folks back into the field again. 
The first planting had to stay, 
even tho it was a 30 or a 50 per- 
cent stand. 

Cutworms and wireworms do 
some damage every year. soth 
are worse’ on corn following 
meadow or pasture. Wireworms 
also seem to show up sometimes 
in spots where corn has been 
planted for several vears. 

What can you do to protect your 
stand against both? 

On cutworms, soil treatment 
seems to work best. Iowa State 
recommends spraying two pounds 
of toxaphene per acre. Put one 


nozzle over each row. Lindane 
can also be used. 

Apparently the chemical doesn't 
have to be worked into 


Spray the surface and let it alone.

Wireworms attack the seed 


rather than corm above 
ground. So seed protection 
may come first, altho soil 


treatment has its supporters 
too. 


For soi] treatment against wire- 
worms, the Wisconsin experiment 
station chlordane, 
parathion and aldrin.

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Must Pay Corn 
Sheller 


To the Editor: I recently 
had some corn shelled and in- 
tended to pay the shelling bill 
out of the proceeds from the 
corn. Now the sheller is hold- 
ing part of the corn to pay for 
his services. Can he do this? 
—J. P., Ringgold County, lowa. 


Chapter 571 of the Code of Iowa, 
1950, provides that a corn sheller 
shall have a lien on any grain or 
seed threshed for the value of his 
services. Such lien is prior to any 
landlord’s lien or mortgage on the 
corn. 

However, in order to preserve 
the lien, the sheller must, within 
10 days after the shelling, file an 
itemized and verified statement in 


the office of the district court 
clerk. The statement must set 
forth the services rendered, the 


number of bushels of corn shelled, 
the value of the shelling, and the 
name of the person for whom the 
services were rendered. 

If the bill is not paid, the lien 
must be foreclosed ag a chattel 
mortgage within 30 days after the 
statement is filed. 


Not Allowed To 
Buy Stamps 
To the Editor: Last week I 

put some money in my mail- 
box with a note asking the car- 
rier to get me some: stamps. 
When I went to get the mail, 
the money: was still there. 
Isn’t he supposed to get the 
stamps for me?—Mrs. M. B., 
Madison County, Iowa. 


No. Postal regulations do not 
permit carriers to sell stamps. 
This rule is considered necessary 
by the postoffice department to 
avoid having carriers do the book 
work and record-keeping which 
is normally done by clerks in the 
postoffice. 





Don’t Delay Claim 


On Accident 


To the Editor: How long do 
I have to get an auto accident 


claim settled?—T. M., Alla- 
makee County, Iowa. 
The statute of limitations will 


outlaw any claim arising from an 
auto accident unles legal action is 
started within two years from the 
date of the accident. 


Full Down Payment 
Is Required 
To the Editor: Is it lawful 
for a dealer to sell a car with- 
out a full down payment?— 

D. K., Knox County, Illinois. 

No—it is unlawful to sell a car 
without the full down payment re- 
quired by law. However, it is a 
violation by the purchaser and the 
seller, tho penalties are not usu- 
ally inflicted on the buyer.

School Site?

Real estate no longer used by a 
school district reverts to the 
owner from which it was taken 
originally. A selling price is set 
either by agreement between the 
buyer and the school board or by 
three disinterested voters ap- 
pointed by the county school su- 
perintendent to appraise the prop- 
erty.
